In  the  forests  of  the  islands  constitu- 
ting tlio  Indian  Archipelago  is  found  a 
curious  flying  animal  that  forms  the 
connecting  link  between  the  lemur  and 
the  bat.  The  natives  call  it  the  colugo, 
and  also  the  “flying  fox,”  but  it  is 
more  like  a flying  monkey,  as  the 
lemurs  are  cousins  of  the  monkeys. 
Like  the  bats,  these  animals  sleep  in 
the  day-time,  hanging  from  the  limbs 
and  branches  of  trees,  head  downward; 
but  as  evening  comes  on,  they  sally 
forth,  often  doing  great  harm  to  the 
fruit  ou  the  neighboring  plantations. 
In  some  parts  of  Java  they  are  so 
numerous  that  it  is  necessary  to  pro- 
tect the  fruit  trees  with  huge  nets. 
The  extent  of  flights  through  the  air  is 
something  astonishing.  They  some- 
times drop  to  the  ground  and  hop 
along  with  a shuffling  kind  of  leap, but 
if  they  are  alarmed,  they  spring  to  the 
nearest  tree  and  in  a moment  reach 
its  top  by  a series  of  bounds.  Out  up- 
on the  branches  they  dart,  and  with 
tho  rush  are  oft'  into  space.  Sailing 
through  the  air  like  some  great  bird, 
down  they  go  obliquely,  swift  as  an 
arrow, a hundred  and  fifty  feet  or  more, 
rising  again  in  a graceful  curve  and 
alighting  safely  on  a distant  tree.  In 
these  great  leaps  they  carry  their 
young,  which  cling  to  them,  or  some- 
times follow  them  in  their  headlong 
flight,  uttering  hoarse  and  piercing 
cries.  The  colugos  live  almost  exclu- 
sively on  fruit,  preferring  plaintains 
and  the  young  and  tender  leaves  of 
the  cocoa-palm,  though  some  writers 
aver  that  they  have  seen  them  dart  in- 
to the  air  and  actually  catch  birds. 
Tiie  flying  lemurs  are  perfectly 
harmless,  and  so  gentle  as  to  be  easily 
tamed.  They  have  lovely  dark  eyes 
and  very  intelligent  and  knowing 
faces.—  St.  Nicholas. 


Maggie  Lucas,  a mare  that  went 
through  three  years  of  the  hardest 
service  of  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  is  34 
years  old.  Tire  mane  and  tail  of  the 
hardy  little  animal  are  deeply  streak- 
ed with  gray.  She  has  lost  the  sight 
of  the  left  eye  and  is  somewhat  deaf, 
but  she  is  as  frisky  and  lively  in  the 
barnyard  as  most  animals  twenty-five 
years  her  junior.  Maggie  Lucas  is  a 
historical  mare.  She  was  ridden  by 
John  H.  Whallen  through  all  of  the 
dairing  raids  of  John  II.  Morgan,  and 
for  three  years  was  ridden  in  the 
courier  service,  the  most  toilsome  and 
dangerous  branch  of  war  service.  Her 
owner,  Mr.  Whallen,  paid  the  old  mare 
astate  visit  the  other  day  and  spent 
an  hour  with  the  recollections  of  the 
past  and  is  resuming  the  almost  hum- 
an intimacy  that  once  existed  between 
| the  intelligent  animal  and  himself. 
She  was  found  at.  Mr.  Miller’s  farm, 
five  miles  from  the  city,  on  the 
Eighteenth-street  road,  where  she  lias 
been  kept  in  ease  and  comfort  for 
years,  and  where  she  will  remain  until 
death  claims  her  gallant  spirit.  At 
first  she  did  not  recognize  her  old 
master  (who  was  wrapped  up  in  a 
heavy  overcoat)  and  frisked  away  from 
him  with  the  spirit  of  a colt,  but  with 
the  heavy  movement  of  age  in  her 
limbs.  But  when  she  was  cornered 
and  he  called  her  name  in  her  ear,  she 
looked  up  quickly,  and  then  recogniz- 
ing the  well-remembered  voice,  laid 
her  head  along  his  arm  and  stood 
t gentle  and  quiet  while  he  patted  her 
head  and  talked  of  the  adventures  they 
had  seen  together. 

Mr.  Whallen  obtained  the  mare  iff 
1862.  He  was  at  that  time  a boy  of 
fourteen  years^anil  had  been  in  the 
service  a year.  He  was  a courier  and 
had  many  a long  and  rapid  ride  to 
make,  but  the  gallant  mare  never  was 
sick  and  seemed  never  to  tire,  going 
all  day  long  in  a “lope.”  She  was  in 
all  the  skirmishes  and  fights  in  Indiana 
and  Ohio  and  Kentucky  and  was  rid- 
den away  by  her  owner  from  Gran- 
ville, Tenn.,  on  the  day  that  Morgan 
was  betrayed  and  killed. 

At  the  close  of  the  war  Mr.  Whallen 
surrendered  at  Mount  Sterling,  and 
wishing  to  too  keep  his  mare,  he  left 
her  in  the  country  and  after  surrender- 
ing his  arms  returned  to  her.  He  was 
arrested,  however,  at  Lexington,  be- 
cause lie  had  not  surrendered  the 
animal  and  she  was  confiscated.  He 
made  every  effort  to  keep  trace  of  her, 
determined  to  buy  her  as  soon  as  he 
made  money  enough.  In  this  he  was 
disappointed,  as  she  was  sold  and  he 
could  not  find  her.  Years  passed  and 
one  day  while  he  was  standing  on  the 
river  bank  at  Portland  he  saw  a color- 
ed man  ride  his  mare  on  the  ferry-boat. 
He  recognized  her  at  sight  and  hurry- 
ing down  to  the  boat  walked  up  to  the 
colored  man,  who  was  astride  of  her, 
and  said: 

“Uncle,  you’ve  got  my  horse  there, 
sure.” 

“Bless  your  soul  honey,”  said  the 
old  man,  “I’ve  had  this  mar  nine 
years,  and  bought  her  in  the  biue- 
grass.” 

“Well,  she  used  to  be  mine,”  per- 
sisted Whallen;  “that  is,  I think  it  is 
the  same  mare.  If  it  is,  she  won’t 
carry  double.” 

With  this  he  put  his  hands  on  the 
mare’s  rump  and  she  kicked  vigor- 
ously. “And,”  continued  Mr.  Whallen, 
“this  is  her  name,”  and  he  called  out 
behind  her,  “Maggie.”  In  an  instant 
the  mare  whirled  around,  almost  un- 
seating her  rider.  * 

Mr.  Whallen  gave  $26  and  a side 
saddle  for  the  mare,  and  used  her  for 
several  years  in  his  buggy.  Then,  as 
sbe  got  old,  he  sent  her  to  the  country, 
where  he  pays  $80  a year  board  for 
her.  For  a long  time  he  had  difficulty 
in  paying  his  own  board,  but  the  mare 
was  never  allowed  to  suffer,  and  he 
intends  to  keep  her  in  comfort  and  ease 
until  death  ends  her  life. 

If  Maggie  Lucas  is  alive  in  June  she 
will  be  taken  to  Lexington  to  the  re- 
union of  Morgan’s  command.  Nearly 
every  soldier  knew  her  and  her  boy 
rider  well.  When  she  dies  Sir.  Whallen 
intends  to  have  the  frame  and  hide 
preserved,  and  will  keep  them  in 
remembrance  of  her  faithfulness  and 
intelligence.  The  funeral  will  be  a 
memorial  occasion,  and  all  of  Morgau’s 
men  will  be  invited  to  attend  to  hear 
the  oration  of  some  one  capable  of  do- 
ing justice  to  so  suggestive  a theme. 


open  fiat  ground  courted.  The  run 
lusted  about  two  hours,  when  a gorge 
was  being  neared,  in  which  the  cattle 
would  crowd  and  and  break  their 
limbs.

In  this  way  they  were  obliged  to 
stand  until  morning,  the  herders  rid- 
ing round  and  round  them,  and  keep- 
ing them  completely  tied  up.  At  day- 
break they  were  allowed  to  “open 
out.”  First,  the  outer  edge  was  scat- 
tered, then  layer  after  layer,  until  the 
huge  pile  of  beef  was  a herd  grazing 
as  quietly  as  if  nothing  had  happened.

A Night  Run  of  Cattle. 


Last  fall  a large  li'erd  of  big  steers 
for  market  were  being  driven  across 
the  country  from  Musselshell  to  Bil- 
lings, on  the  Northern  Pacific  Rail- 
road, where  they  were  to  be  shipped  ou 
the  cars  for  Chicago.  There  were 
about  2,000  head,  I should  judge,  the 
property  of  a Mr.  De  Hass,  a very 
young  man.  One  evening  a millitary 
camp  had  been  made  just  ahead  of  the 
cattle,  and  on  the  same  side  of  the 
creek  with  them,  up  which  the  herd 
was  being  driven.  A storm  was  com- 
ing up,  and  the  cattle  exhibited 
some  signs  of  uneasiness.  Mr.  De 
Hass  sent  word  to  the  millitary  officer 
that  he  had  better  get  his  men  horses 
and  wagons  on  the  opposite  side  of  the 
creek  and  out  of  the  way  as  he  feared 
there  wasfgoing  to  be  a “night  run.” 
the  herders  were  instructed  to  keep 
their  horses  saddled  and  be  ready  to 
mount  at  a moment’s-  notice.  The 
cattle  were  very  uneasy,  getting  up, 
laying  down  and  shifting  about. 

A last,  about  midnight,  there  came 
a sharp  flash  of  lightning,  followed 
by  a Rpavy  peal  of  thunder,  and  in  an 
instant  the  whole  herd  were  upon 
their  feet.  “Mount  and  whip  out!” 
cried  De  Hass,  and  the  herder  who 
was  at  the  head  of  the  column  drove 
off  a few  of  the  leading  steers  in  the 
direction  they  were  to  go.  All  the 
others  followed,  and  the  herd  was  soon 
in  full  flight.  The  herders  made  no  ef- 
fort to  check  or  control  them  further 
than  to  keep  them  going  straight;  they 
rode  at  the  head  of  the  column,  one  on 
each  side  of  them  swung  to  the  right 
or  to  the  left  to  keep  the  trail;  bluffs 
! and  precipices  were  avoided,  and  the 


A Minnesota  exchange  comes  .to 
hand  with  an  article  censuring  men 
for  embarking  in  the  business  of  coun- 
try journalism,  and  saying  that  the 
western  country  is  being  flooded  with 
cheap  patent  inside  newspapers,  that 
are  starving  to  death  in  some  country 
towns  on  the  pararies  of  Minnesota 
and  Dakota.  We  don’t  know  nor  care 
what  business  it  is  of  the  Minnesota 
paper  how  many  men  swamp  hun- 
dreds of  dollars  and  wear  themselves 
out  trying  to  run  a country  newspaper 
in  a town  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
inhabitants,  and  we  doubt  that  any- 
thing any  paper  could  say,  would  stop 
men  from  embarking  in  the  news- 
paper business,  in  any  town  they 
choose,  and  running  the  chances  of 
starving  to  death  before  next  fall.  But 
speaking  about  countiy  newspapers, 
there  is  probably  no  other  business  that 
mortal  man  ever  engaged  in,  that  em- 
braces such  a continued  round  of  pleas- 
ure and  glad  surprises  as  attends  the 
establishing  and  conducting  of  a coun- 
try newspaper  in  a small  town. From  the 
time  a man  feels  that  he  has  had  a 
call  to  establish  a newspaper  in  some 
small  place,  where  he  imagines  the 
people  are  just  suffering  for  the  kind 
of  a paper  he  knows  he  can  give  them, 
when  in  fact  they  don’t  want  or  need 
a paper  no  more  than  a dog  needs  two 
tails,  until  the  time  he  dies  or  sells  out 
to  some  other  poor  deluded  wretch 
who  wants  a chunk  of  fame  dealt  out 
to  him,  his  life  is  one  grand  aggrega- 
tion of  ups  and  downs,  and  ground  and 
lofty  tumbling  that  would  bring  most 
men  to  an  early  grave.  There  is  aL 
ways  in  every  city  some  young  man 
wiio  thinks  his  stock  of  divine  afflatus 
is  to  large,  more  than  he  can  possibly 
hold  another  minute  without  blowing 
off'  or  exploding  and  killing  someone, 
and  it  is  often  such  a young  man  who 
wants  to  get  into  the  newspaper  busi- 
ness. He  goes  to  some  out  of  the  way 
country  town  and  wheedles  a few  of 
the  leading  business  men  into  the  idea 
that  they  need  a paper  to  boom  the 
place,  und  four  or  five  hundred  dollars 
is  subscribed  and  tlie  fun  commences. 

A few  weeks  or  perhaps  months,  un- 
til tho  novelty  of  having  a paper  in 
the  new  town  wears  off,  business  is 
good  and  the  man  thinks  lie  has  struck 
it  rich  and  refuses  to  sell  out  at  a fabu- 
lous price  but  before  long  a reaction 
sets  iii.  His  stock  of  energy  com- 
mences to  play  out,  the  people  don’t 
worry  much  whether  the  paper  comes 
out  or  not,  subscribers  refuse  to  pay  or 
take  the  paper,  advertising  gets  low, 
the  office  hands  are  obliged  to  steal 
wood,  and  stand  the  corner  grocery  off 
for  soap  for  tlie  office.  The  proprietor 
finds  his  bills  at  the  stores  accumula- 
ting, and  getting  bigger  than  the  ad- 
vertising accounts  will  pay.  The  busi- 
ness men  of  the  place  gend  away  to 
other  towns  for  job  work,  and  the  edi- 
tor is  laid  up  on  a sick  bed  from  the 
effect  of  a mauling  he  gets  from  some 
esteemed  citizen,  on  account  of  an  ar- 
ticle that  appeared  in  the  paper.  A 
draft  from  the  house  where  the 
“patents”  are  printed,  lies  in  the  bank 
unpaid,  and  to  save  it  from  protest,  the 
editor  hustles  around  and  borrows 
money  that  he  don’t  know  he  will  ever 
be  able  to  pay.  In  liis  walks  by  day, 
he  is  constantly  harrassed  by  his  credi- 
tors and  his  dreams  by  night  are  full 
of  all  manners  of  terrors.  He  won- 
ders from  week  to  week  what  he  will 
have  for  the  next  week’s  issufe,  or  how 
he  will  pay  the  butcher  for  the  last 
liver  he  had  for  dinner.  He  makes  a 
vigorous  effort  to  be  appointed  post- 
master of  the  town  to  give  him  some 
ready  cash,  but  fails  through  the  lack 
of  political  influence,  runs  for  county 
clerk  and  is  beaten  by  one  of  the  old 
settlers  out  at  tlie  corners,  whose  wife 
is  sick  and  the  people  want  to  do  some- 
thing to  help  him  out.  After  a few 
years  of  trials  and  hardships  of  tiffs 
kind,  the  poor  man  gives  up  in  despair 
and  sells  out  to  some  other  man  who 
never  had  any  newspaper  experience 
and  don’t  know  how  much  fun  there  is 
in  the  business.  And  so  it  goes.  The 
above  picture  may  be  over  drawn  in 
some  particulars,  but  in  others  it 
falls  far  below  the  average.  But  some- 
one has  got  to  print  papers  in  country 
towns,  and  so  we  suppose  there  will  al- 
ways be  men  who  can  tell  of  the  hard- 
ships and  discouraging  incidents  at- 
tending the  publication  of  a paper,  in 
a town  that  cannot  support  it.  It  is 
no  use  for  the  Minnesota  editor  to  at- 
tempt to  stop  the  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  papers  in  small  western  towns, 
because  the  country  is  full  of  men 
with  an  itch  for  scribbling,  or  broken 
down  ministers,  lawyeii,  doctors,  and 
school-teachers,  who  take  up  journal- 
ism as  a last  feeble  effort,  and  they 
usually  find  their  way  into  just  such 
places.  But  after  all  is  said,  any  man 
who  ever  started  a newspaper  in  a 
■small  town,  will  swear  that  so  long 
as  ho  could  keep  out  of  tlie  poor  house 
he  had  more  fun  than  you  could  shake 
a stick  at  .—Peck's  Sun. 


We  have  ou  two  or  three  occasions 
heretofore  called  attention  to  the  ob- 
jectionable policy  of  running  the 
county  business  on  a perpetual  credit, 
by  paying  the  indebtedness  of  a pre- 
vious year  from  tlie  taxes  of  the  cur- 
rent year,  and  then  running  the  cur- 
rent year’s  business  on  credit,  to  be 
paid  in  like  manner  the  year  follow- 
ing. For  the  bonded  indebtedness  we 
are  mainly  indebted  to  the  attack  of 
“railroad  on  the  brain” 

With  which  the  State  generally  was 
afflicted  some  years  ago,  but  from 
which  the  recovery  has  been  com- 
plete except  in  the  region  of  the 
pocket.  There  is,  however,  no  legal 
difficulty  in  meeting  the  liability  thus 
incurred.  With  the  floating  debt  the 
case  is  different.  We  have  opposed  the 
whole  debt  policy  on  general  princi- 
ples, applying  both  to  public  and  pri- 
vate business,  a departure  from  which 
has  never  failed  to  bring  disaster  even 
when  seemingly  desirable.  * But  it  is 
with  regret  that  we  note  that  a com- 
pulsory and  immediate  termination  of 
this  policy  threatens  great  injustice  to 
persons  who  in  good  faith  honestly 
purchased  county  warrants,  and  thus 
supplied  the  means  for  carrying  on  the 
county  business.  To  explain  the  pres- 
ent condition  of  the  county  funds  as 
regards  the  floating  debt  and  current 
expense,  we  will  commence  with  the 

NEW  CONSTITUTION. 

Sec.  18,  Article  XI  of  Which  provides 
as  follows: 

Sec.  18.  No  county,  city,  town, 
township,  Board  of  Education, or  school 
district,  shall  incur  any  indebtedness 
or  liability  jn  any  or  for  any  manner, 
or  for  any  purpose,  .exceeding  in  any 
year  the  income  and  revenue  provided 
for  it  for  such  year  without  the  assent 
of  two-thirds  of  the  qualified  electors 
thereof  voting  at  an  election  to  be  held 
for  that  purpose,  nor  unless,  before  or 
at  the  time  of  incurring  such  indebt- 
edness, provision  shall  be  made  for  the 
collection  of  an  annual  tax  sufficient 
to  pay  the  interest  on  such  indebted- 
ness as  it  falls  due,  and  also  to  consti- 
tute a sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of 
the  principal  thereof  within  twenty 
years  from  the  time  of  contracting  the 
same.  Any  indebtedness  or  liability 
incurred  contrary  to  this  provision 
shall  be  void. 

This  provision  is  positive,  and  lias 
been  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  to 
be  self-executing;  the  emphasized  por- 
tion alone  applies  to  the  present  emer- 
gency. The  Constitution  went  into 
effect  on  January  1,  1880;  and  the  Leg- 
islature, in  order  to  clean  up  the  state 
of  all  indebtedness  incurred  previous 
to  its  becoming  operative,  author- 
ized County  Supervisors  to  issue  bonds 
to  cover  the  same  by  Section  4048  of 
the  Political  Code;  but  that  Section 
does  not  provide  for  any  debt  incurred 
subsequently  to  January  1st,  188®,  and 
the  Constitution  distinctly  declares 
any  indebtedness  incurred  to  be  void, 
unless  the  assent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
electors  is  secured  beforehand.  The 
Constitution  and  the  law  are  there- 
fore 

CLEAN  AND  EXPLICIT 

That  any  indebtedness  incurred  during 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1882, can- 
not be  paid  from  the  funds  of  the  pres- 
ent or  of  any  subsequent  fiscal  year, 
and  that  even  the  assent  of  two-thirds 
of  the  electors  would  not  authorize 
such  payment.  This  view  of  the  Con- 
stitution is  not  only  obvious  in  itself, 
but  has  recently  been  sustained  by  a 
DECISION  OF  THE  SUPREME  COURT. 
From  which  there  is  no  appeal,  in 
the  case  of  the  San  Francisco  Gaslight 
Company  vs.  Auditor  Brickwedel,  to 
that  effect.  The  gas  company  had 
claims  against  the  city  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  wanted  auditor  Brickwedel 
to  issue  warrants  for  the  same;  he  re- 
sed,  because  the  gas  had  been  fur 
nished  during  a preceding  fiscal  year, 
and  should  have  been  paid  for  with 
the  funds  collected  and  due  that  year. 
The  company  brought  the  matter  be- 
fore the  Supreme  Court  for  the  purpose 
of  compelling  the  auditor  to  issue  the 
warrants.  The  Supreme  Court  decided 
that  the  auditor  had  no  right  to  issue 
any  warrants,  or  approve  any  bill  for  a 
preceding  year.  Hence  San  Francisco 
has  to 
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June  30,  1882?  We  can  see  no  way, 
even  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  if  one 
could  be  obtained,  to  pay  these  liabi- 
lities, amounting  to  $74,000.  But 
probably  a special  tax  far  the  first 
purpose  would  not  be  very  heavy,  if 
assessments  were  made,  according  to 
the  Constitution  and  the  law,  of  land 
held  on  speculation  hitherto  rated  at 
ONE-TENTH  OF  ITS  VALUE. 

Or  skipped  altogether  her  by  accomo- 
dating officials.  Another  question  is: 
How  far  the  county  officials  and  their 
bondsmen  are  liable,  by  reason  of 
ignorance  of  the  law,  for  money  paid 
out  contrary  to  the  constitutional  pro- 
vision? In  as  much  as  they  did  this 
in  good  faith  and  the  money  was  paid 
for  value  received  in  the  way  of 
services  and  supplies  absolutely 
necessary,  it  is  hoped  that  no  loss  will 
be  sustained  by  them  in  this  particular. 
Of  course  the  Supervisors  cannot  allow 
any  more  claims,  as  the  New  County 
Government  bill  makes  them  person- 
ally responsible  on  their  bonds  for  any 
such  violations  of  law.  No  brides  can' 
be  built  or  repaired.  It  is  a fearful  con- 
dition to  contemplate,  but  there  is  no 
room  for  doubt  that  it  will  be  necessary 
to  disavow  all  obligations  for  previous 
fiscal  years.  The  lesson  should  be  a 
warning  in  future  to  transact  public 
business  so  as  to  make  the  taxes  paid 
in  any  fiscal  year  cover  all  outlays  for 
that  year.  In  the  end  the  benefits  of 
the  course  will  be  sufficiently  apparent 
to  prove  the  wisdom  of  the  Consti- 
tutional limitation. — S.  J.  Times.

The  Dismal  Swamp. 

The  Dismal  Swamp  in  Yirginnia  is 
much  reduced  in  extent  compared  to 
what  it  was  twenty  years  ago.  It  now 
contains,  says  a recent  visitor  there, 
some  of  the  best  farming  land  in  the 
State.  A railroad  runs  across  it,  and 
is  on  its  way  to  final  extinction.  The 
drainage  of  Lake  Drnmond,  a central 
body  of  water  lying  higher  than  the 
average  level  of  the  swamp,  would 
make  the  whole  area  fertile.  This  is  a 
project  of  Gov.  Benjamin  F.  Butler, 
who  once  had  surveys  made,  but  at 
length  abandoned  it.  The  one  great 
industry  of  the  swamp  is  lumbering, 
It  is  penetrated  by  small  ditches  in 
connection  with  larger  canals,  and  by 
rude  ramroads,  over  which  the  logs 
are  hauled  to  be  sawed  up  into  shin- 
gles, railroad  ties  and  fencing.  The 
lake,  however,  with  its  fringe  of  cy- 
press and  its  projecting  roots  and 
stumps,  is  just  as  dismal  as  ever. 


Solution  of  a Great  Mystery. 


People  often  wonder  what  becomes 
of  the  old  tomato  cans.  Wagons  can 
be  seen  on  the  street  almost  every  day, 
filled  with  old  tin  cans  of  every  de- 
scription, picked  from  vacant  lots  or 
the  streets.  They  are  taken  to  New- 
ark and  sold  for  fifteen  cents  a hundred. 
The  price  is  small,  but  cans  are  numer- 
ous, but  the  gathering  of  them  pays 
handsomely,  if  our  informant  tells  the 
truth.  The  Newark  purchaser  sorts 
them  out  and  puts  them  into  a large 
furnace,  which  softens  them  so  that 
they  can  be  rolled  by  machinery  into 
plates.  These  plates  are  artistically 
blackened  and  present  a smooth  pol 
ished  surface.  The  trunk  makers  buy 
them  to  bind  the  edges  and  bottoms  of 
trunks,  and  often  to  cover  defects  of 
woodwork.  In  this  manner  old  toma- 
to cans  become  a most  useful  as  well 
as  ornamental  material.  The  process 
of  heating  the  cans  also  has  its  profit 
able  result,  for  the  solder,  running 
through  a grate  into  a receptacle,  is 
sold  for  twelve  cents  a pound,  it  alone 
paying,  it  is  claimed,  all  the  price  paid 
for  the  cans.

And  it  will  be  a different  problem  to 
so  manage  as  to  feed  the  prisoners 
jail,  pay  salaries  and  other  seemingly 
necessary  expenses.  But  more  than 
this:  it  compels  the  county  to  perman 
tly  refuse  the  payment  of  a debt  for 
which  value  has  unquestionably  been 
received.  The  only  conclusion  seems 
to  be  that  we  are  not  alone  in  this  hu 
miliating  misfortune;  nearly  every 
county  in  the  State  is  in  the  same  fix 
If  any  one  can  devise  any  manner  in 
which,  the  present  debt  of  about  $74, 
000  incurred  as  above,  can  be  legally 
and  constitutionally  paid,  he  would  be 
a public  benefactor,  inasmuch  as  the 
error  was  quite  unintentional  ou  the 
part  of  the  officials.  When  the  first 
county  government  bill  was  declared 
unconstitutional,  the  Supervisors  re- 
verted to  the  plan  previously  in  use  of 
paying  out  money  for  back  debts,  war- 
rants are  thus  paid  as  registered,  the 
tail  or  oldest  being  paid  first.  All  this

COUNTY  GOVERNMENT  LAW. 


COMPARED  WITH  OTHERS. 

We  publish  on  our  outside  this  week, 
an  article  taken  from  the  San  Jose 
Times  giving  a statement  of  the  finan- 
ces of  Santa  Clara  County  which  would 
cause  a gloomy  look  even  upon  the 
brazen  “phiz”  of  a bronze  statue.  That 
county  has  issued  in  warrants  upon  her 
treasury  the  sum  of  $80,000,  which 
under  the  existing  law  they  cannot 
make  good.  The  holders  of  the  same 
are  comforted  with  the  thought  that 
there  is  a bare  possibility  that  they 
may  get  their  money  at  some  future 
day,  but  the  possibility,  as  interpreted 
in  the  Times  Is  extremely  vague.  In  a 
later  issue  of  the  same  paper  there  ap- 
pears what  was  intended  to  be  a funny 
article,  which  burlesques  the  county’s 
difficulty.  The  following  is  a speci- 
men of  the  ghastly  wit  perpetrated  for 
the  purpose  of  clieeriug  despondent 
warrant  holders: 

The  warrant-graspers  can  waylay 
the  County  Treasurer  some  dark  night 
when  he  is  going  home.  Frank  Blister 
is  not  a large  man  and  there  need  be  no 
trouble  in  getting  away  with  him. Once 
secured  let  the  keys  of  the  Treasury 
be  taken  from  his  pocket.  The  next 
thing  will  be  to  bribe  Tom  Smith  to 
open  the  Court  House.  Once  in  the 
Treasurer’s  office,  the  vault  can  be 
opened  ami  all  the  money  therein 
taken  away.  Then  the  warrants  can 
be  paid.  The  County  will  hold  Pfister 
responsible  for  the  coin  in  his  charge, 
and  he  will  have  to  make  good  the  de- 
ficiency. There  will  be  no  call  to  pay 
the  outstanding  warrants,  and  the 
money  in  the  Treasury  can  be  used  to 
pay  current  expenses.  Everybody 
will  then  be  happy  except  the  Treas- 
urer and  his  bondsmen,  but  what  are 
the  woes  of  the  few  when  confronted 
by  the  joys  of  the  many. 

The  Times  man  may  be  sufficiently 
endowed  with  ideas  of  the  humorous 
to  consider  the  above  as  funny,  but  it 
is  doubtful  if  the  unfortunate  warrant- 
holders  can  discover  where  the  laugh 
comes  in. 

Every  county  in  the  State  is  more  or 
less  embarassed  financially.  But  San 
Mateo  County  is  undoubtedly  in  a bet- 
ter condition  in  that  respect  than  any 
other  in  the  State.  Five  thousand 
dollars  would  pay  all  outstanding  war- 
rants, notwithstanding  the  extra  ex- 
pense that  has  been  incurred  during 
the  last  year  by  the  building  of  the 
new  Court  House.  By  the  first  of  July 
everything  will  be  satisfactorily  set- 
tled, and  the  county  will  commence 
the  fiscal  year  prosperous  and  happy’ 
Notwithstanding  the  Democratic 
tidal  wave  that  occurred  in  November 
last,  it  can  not  be  disputed  that  the 
Republican  Supervisors  have  managed 
our  affairs  successfully  and  in  a man- 
ner that  is  a credit  to  any  county.  It 
is  only  necessary  to  compare  our  finan- 
ces with  those  of  other  counties  to 
prove  beyond  a doubt  the  truthfulness 
of  this  assertion.  We  have  a $15,000 
Court  House,  which  is  an  ornament  to 
Redwood  City,  and  in  spite  of  this 
large  cash  outlay,  we  are  better  off  by 
far  than  any  of  our  neighbors  will  be 
for  several  years  to  come. 


It  seems  to  be  the  prevailing  opinion 
that  the  new  county  government  law 
is  unconstitutional,  and  understanding 
that  to  be  the  opinion  it  is  perhaps  un- 
necessary to  discuss  its  provisions  at 
length,  but  it  contains  some  items  that 
will  probably  be  of  interest  to  our 
readers,  as  a matter  of  news,  if  for 
nothing  else. 

One  excellent  feature  of  the  new  law 
is  the  provision  that  empowers  Super- 
visors to  impound  estray  stoek  run- 
ning at  large  upon  the  public  high- 
ways. Heretofore  the  Board  has  had 
no  more  authority  in  this  matter  than 
private  individuals. 

The  law  provides  that  the  Board 
shall  fix  the  prices  of  advertising,  sta- 
tionery, etc.,  and  that  no  greater  price 
than  that  fixed  shall  be  paid  by  the 
county.  This  clause  was  undoubtodly 
intended  to  give  Democratic  office- 
holders a chance  to  help  out  their  hun- 
gry brethren.  It  does  away  with  all 
competition  in  finishing  supplies,  and 
allows  the  Board  to  fix  its  own  figures 
and  to  buy  of  whom  they  choose.  Un- 
der the  existing  system  such  work  is 
let  by  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder. 

A good  feature  of  the  law  is  that  it 
requires  all  ordinances  enacted  by  the 
Board  to  be  published.  This  provision 
is  certainly  proper  and  right,  as  every 
tax-payer  can  thus  keep  himself  tho- 
roughly posted  in  county  laws. 

The  new  law  provides  that  women  are 
eligible  to  the  offices  of  School  Super- 
intendent and  School  Trustee.  This 
is  quite  a concession  for  a solid  Demo- 
cratic Legislature  to  make.  They  al- 
low the  law  in  this  particular  to  re- 
main as  before. 

The  change  in  the  salaries  of  officers 
does  not  appear  to  be  well  proportioned 
according  to  the  work  required.  The 
officers  of  this  county  under  the  new 
law  are  to  be  reimbursed  as  follows: 
Superior  Judge,  per  year,  $3,000;  Dis- 
trict Attorney,  $1,500;  County  Clerk, 
$1,500;  Sheriff,  $4,500;  Recorder,  $1,500; 
Auditor,  $500;  Treasurer,  $1,200;  Tax 
Collector,  $1,000;  Assessor,  $2,000;  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools,  $900;  Supervi- 
sors, each,  $400.  Other  officers  of  the 
county  will  receive  fees  as  before.  The 
Tax  Collector  is  allowed  ten  per  cent, 
of  the  money  collected  on  pole  taxes,  as 
is  also  the  Assessor.  According  to  this 
system  the  entire  salary  allowed  for 
the  work  of  the  County  Clerk,  Record- 
er and  Auditor  is  but  $3,000.  The 
Sheriff,  aside  from  his  mileage,  and 
other  perquisites,  receive  a third

What  is  the  purport  of  manhood? 

To  be  rightly  conceived,  healthfully 
born,  properly  fed,  and  rightly  edu- 
cated. It  is,  indeed,  a deplorable  affhir, 
in  this  enlightened  age  of  ours,  to 
find  so  few  endowed  with  a thorough 
manhood.

stump,  (dropped  by  some  civilized 
savage  of  an  abnormal  appetite),  puts 
it  in  his  mouth,  and,  as  his  chimney 
begins  to  smoke,  lie  struts  forth  exult- 
ingly,  “I  am  a man!”  Poor  boy,  little 
does  he  know  of  having  opened  the 
avenue  of  a short  life;  sending  him  on 
the  road  to  ruin,  to  abnormity,  that 
ho  may  die  like  a dog— “unwept  un- 
honored, and  unsung.”

A Committee  consisting  of  Super- 
visors Lawrence,  Monahan  and  Green 
were  appointed  to  examine  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  county  officers  and 
were  empowered  to  employ  an  expert 
to  aid  them  in  their  investigations. 

Wm.  Casey  and  Susan  E.  Smith  ap- 
plied to  have  certain  overpaid  taxes  re- 
funded and  the  application  was  referred 
to  the  Assessor  for  his  opinion. 

The  petition  of  M.  Comerford  et  al 
for  a private  road  in  San  Pedro  Road 
District  was  presented  and  laid  over 
till  regular  meeting. 

Supervisor  Green  was  appointed  a 
committee  to  report  at  the  next  regu- 
lar meeting  an  ordinance  for  licences. 

On  motion  a lockup  was  established 
at  Belmont,  the  county  paying  a rent- 
al therefor  of  $1  per  month. 

On  motion  Supervisor  Higgins  was 
appointed  a committee  to  procure  a 
lockup  at  Spanishtown  at  less  rent  than 
is  now  paid. 

Salaries  of  Deputy  Assessors  were 
reduced  as  follows:  Three  field  depu- 
ties at  a salary  of  $120  per  month  each. 
Two  office  deputies  at  a salary  of  $100 
per  month  each. 

Certain  resolutions  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  Poor  Farm  were  adopted, 
among  which  were  the  following:  The 
Superintendent  shall  not  admit  any 
one  to  the  Hospital  or  Farm  without 
the  written  order  of  one  of  the  Super- 
visors of  the  county.

A unanimous  call  for  a special  meet- 
ing on  the  16th  inst  was  signed  by  the 
Board,  at  which  meeting  the  subject 
of  licences  and  the  affairs  of  the  county 
officers  will  be  acted  upon. 


Ed.  Times  and  Gazette:  In  your 
issue  of  March  17th,  1883,  an  article  ap- 
peared headed,  “A  Different  Verson,” 
taken  from  the  Santa  Cruz  Sentinel.  In 
the  article  exceptions  are  taken  to  your 
former  version  of  a biographical  sketch 
of  James  Peace’s  residence  on  the  Pacific 
coast.  Now  who  this  James  Meadows 
is  or  where  he  lived  at  that  time  does 
not  appear,  but  if  he  had  been  a resi- 
dent of  this  country  at  that  time  lie 
must  have  been  one  of  about  80  who 
where  corralled  and  taken  to  Monterey 
by  the  Mexican  soldiers  from  all  parts 
of  the  country.  Some  were  released, 
and  upon  the  appearance  of  Farnurn 
with  a United  States  war  vessel,  who 
hearing  of  what  was  going  on  immedi- 
ately demanded  our  release,  or  that  we 
should  be  taken  to  Mexico.  He  told 
us  to  have  no  fears,  that  he  would  se- 
cure our  release  and  the  return  of  our 
property, which  had  been  confiscated  or 
rather  stolen  by  the  Mexicans. 

Forty-eight  of  us  were  placed  on 
board  a vessel,  and  shackled  to  long 
bars  on  either  side,  and  placed  in  the 
hold  of  the  ship  without  blankets,  and 
with  planks  for  beds.  I succeeded  in 
getting  all  the  shackles  off  from  them 
and  made  an  effort  to  take  the  vessel, 
but  being  without  any  arms,  we 
hesitated  to  face  the  guard.  We  were 
next  taken  to  Santa  Barbara  and  sent 
ashore;  we  remained  there  about  four 
days  and  from  there  were  moved  to 
San  Bias,  Mexico,  and  thence  to 
Tepiee,  inland  where  we  remained  as 
prisoners  some  eight  months  or  more, 
when  we  were  finally  released.  But  little 
nothing  of  our  property  was  ever  re- 
turned to  us  or  to  be  found.  Herds  of 
horses,  cattle,  sheep,  tools,  furniture, 
etc.,  everything  was  gone,  not  even 
our  blankets  were  returned  to  us.  Had 
Meadows  been  one  of  those  men  I 
should  certainly  have  known  him,  and 
if  one  of  those  released  at  Monterey 
Farnam  has  liis  name.  I think  Mea- 
dows must  be  more  indebted  to  his 
memory  of  what  he  has  been  told  since 
than  to  facts  of  what  he  himself  was 

an  eye  witness  of.  As  to  my  arriving 
liei-e  in  1836,  it  was  very  many,  many 
years  before  that  time  that  the  Neread 
arrived  on  this  coast.  She  stopped  for 
repairs  at  Monterey,  thence  sailed  to 
the  various  trading  posts  of  the  Hud- 
son Bay  Company,  and  north  even  as  far 
as  Sitka.  I remained  on  Board  about 
four  years,  and  upon  her  return  south 
she  made  her  first  trip  to  San  Francis- 
co Bay.  Neither  McLaughlin  or  Ray 
were  passengers;  both  of  whom  I was 
well  aequainte.l  with.  Mr.  Ray  was 
born  at  the  same  place  that  I was, 
— Stromness,  Faulking  Islands,  and  we 
attended  school  together.  Upon  our  ar- 
rival in  San  Francisco  Bay,  there  was 
neither  house  man  or  vessel  to  be 
seen — the  hills  around  the  bay  were 
called  Yerba  Buena  from  the  yerba  of 
that  name  growing  abundantly  thereon. 
Our  object  there  was  to  trade  for  hides 
but  finding  none  nearer  than  the  Mis- 
sion Delores,  some  three  miles  distant, 
the  vessel  sailed  north  again,  and  I de- 
termined to  remain  aboard  no  longer 
and  left  the  vessel.  As  to  my  being 
born  in  1818,  well,  I guess  I ought  to 
known  something  about  that  as  I was 
there.  Many  years  before  this  I was 
in  the  ship  Neptune , a whaler,  and 
cruised  in  the  ice,  in  the  north 
Atlantic  ocean,  was  shipwrecked 
and  drifted  in  an  open  boat  for  three 
weeks  before  being  picked  up. 

I have  neither  time,  opportunity 
or  inclination  to  keep  much  of  a 
diary  except  in  my  head  but  have  met 
all  the  old  settlers  often  and  there  were 
but  three  white  foreigners  in  Alta  Cal- 
ifornia before  myself — not  one  of  which 
or  their  sons  are  now  living. 

I am  now  more  interested  in  looking 
after  something  to  live  Upon  than  I am 
of  what  has  been,  and  I find  many  of 
my  people  whom  I have  assisted  and 
protected  when  the  white  people  first 
came  here  will  hardly  let  me  live  now 
in  peace  and  by  my  own  labor.

High  Life  as  Seen  with  Common- 
place Eyes- 


J.  G.  FLOOD  A NOTORIOUS  JOKER. 


TIi*  Latham  Place— Eccentricities  of  Weal- 
thy Wen— A Graveyard  Speculation. 


“It  is  gossip  that  keeps  this  town 
alive,”  is  proverb  of  the  rural  districts. 
If  the  Palace  of  Truth  were  located  in 
any  country  town,  residents  would 
hold  no  communication  with  it.  Cer- 
tainly, in  the  villages  this  side  of  the 
Hanta  Clara  line  an  asylum  for  deaf 
mutes  would  be  considered  a more  de- 
sirable neighbor.  It  is  in  belting  the 
society  people  of  this  township  that 
the  simple-minded  rustic  estimates 
verity  at  its  proper  value.  A modicum 
of  its  seasons  all  the  current  scandals 
of  the  county  adjoining  this,  wheie 
several  divisions  of  the  metropolitan 
quality  have  built  their  Summer 
homes.  Albeit  bearing  neither  gold 
nor  silver,  tlie  San  Mateo  lowlands 
have  been  enriched  beyond  comparison 
with  any  mountain  ledges  of  the  State. 
The  transplanted  treasures  of  the  Coin- 
stock  have  reared  aloft  artificial  splen- 
dors of  aristocratic  seolusion  in  the 
midst  of  acres  of  cow-pasture  and 
within  a pleasing  landscape.  The  l e- 
gion of  the  foothills  furnishes  sites  for 
suburban  residence  mere  attractive  by 
far,  but  it  is  only  from  the  vicinity  of 
the  bay  shore  that  an  unobstructed 
view  of  their  city  possessions  can  be 
got  by  the  sojourning  millionaires. 

FERTILE  IMAGINATIONS. 

It  is  upon  this  thoery  that  the  busy- 
bodies  of  the  county  seat  account  for 
James  C.  Flood’s  two-hundred-foot 
tower  at  Menlo  Park.  Constant repiti- 
tion  has  impressed  upon  the  traditions 
of  Redwood  City  the  story  that  the 
binoculars  of  the  mining  Croesus  from 
this  lofty  perch  easily  distinguish  the 
safety  signals  hung  on  the  spire  of  the 
Nevada  Bank,  thirty  miles  distant, and 
that  only  Con.  O’Cdnnor,  Mr.  Flood's 
“side  partner,”  is  intrusted  upon  the 
off  watches. 

These  illustrious  financiers  are  often 
seen  toward  the  heel  of  the  evening 
pacing  the  garden  walks  arm-in-arm. 
The  mop-wringers  and  stable  maids,  to 
whose  lively  fancy  the  cross-roads  tea 
parties  are  indebted  for  these  revela- 
tions, say  that  an  angry  conversation 
never  passed  between  them.  Almost 
the  only  occasion  upon  which  they 
“had  words”  was  once  when  they  differ- 
ed as  the  derivation  of  an  odd  botanical 
term  whilst  they  were  idling  among 
the  flowers. 

The  great  gateway  to  the  mining 
millionaire’s  park  is  always  hospitably 
open.

“Well,  a good  deal  of  money,”  was 
Mr.  Flood’s  reply.  “You  see  that  fel- 
low spading  onions?  I pay  him  $50,001) 
a year.” 

The  inquisitor  drove  off  in  doubt  and 
perplexity, but  the  statement  was  true: 
The  man  was  Mr.  O’Connor  digging 
for  his  health. 


TALES  OF  OTHER  DAYS. 

Frequent  iteration  of  other  similar 
naratives  has  established  their  accu- 
racy throughout  the  country,  and  put 
theni  on  equal  terms  in  this  respect 
with  the  four  holy  gospels.  Fortunes, 
they  say,  have  been  made  and  lost  up- 
on a “pointer”  dropped  by  the  Menlo 
magnates  during  their  barnyard  ram- 
bles. The  Mayfield  butcherwent  com- 
pletely broke  after  having  overheard 
one  of  them  say,  from  the  other  side  of 
the  fence,  “Con.  she’ll  reach  300  before 
the  Summer’s  over.”  It  was  a fat  sow 
that  Mr.  Flood  was  talking  about,  and 
the  “Con”  was  Mr.  O’Connor,  and  not 
Virginia.  An  enterprising  villager 
stealthy  crept  upon  the  two  fortunate 
miners  as  they  rested  ’neath  the  shade 
of  a sheltering  oak,  only  to  hear  Mr. 
Flood  inveighing  against  the  weather 
and  Mr.  O’Connor  analying  the  Spring 
Valley  water.  Notwithstanding  that 
they  are  extremely  guarded  in  their 
most  confidential  communications,  the 
instances  are  of  record  wherein  their 
opinions  on  the  weather,  the  crops  and 
the  household  grocery  bill  have  been 
profitably  interpreted,  and  the  secret  of 
their  conversational  cipher  thus  ex- 
posed. 

ROLLING  IN  WEALTH. 

And,  as  becomes  a Californian  to  the 
manner  bred,  the  unfortunate  possessor 
of  so  much  luxury  quietly  submits  to 
these  intrusions.  But  familiar  as  his 
grounds  are  to  all  the  world,  no  frofane 
. eye  has  ever  flashed  upon  the  secret 
splendors  of  his  princely  home.  The 
extraordinary  conceptions  of  his  do- 
mestic grandeur  spread  abroad  by  pop- 
ular report  are  as  extravagant  as  are 
those  contributions  to  accredited  ro- 
mance that  are  founded  on  nothing 
more  than  the  wink  of  his  eye  or  one  of 
his  sneezes.  Mr.  Flood’s  Menlo  Park 
house  is  situated  about  a quarter  of  a 
mile  from  the  railroad  station.  As  it 
was  constructed  under  the  supervision 
of  Laver,  the  architect,  whose  ideal  of 
a City  Hall  building  is  not  yet  half 
realized,  although  three  and  a half 
millions  have  been  squandered  upon  it 
it  may  readily  be  imagined  that  an 
edifico  beautiful  and  the  grand  must 
cost  its  owner^a  bit  or  two,  at  least. 
The  Pompetian  frescoes,  the  medieval 
stained  glass,  the  Florentina  marbles, 
the  Japanese  bronzes,  and  all  the  curi- 
os molded  upon  antique  patterns,  are 
not  the  gradual  accumulation  of  a life- 
time, but  were  receipted  for,  it  has 
been  said,  with  a single  check.  The 
cost  of  them,  therefore,  created  only  a 
trifling  stringency  in  the  money  mar- 
ket. Custom-house  stamps  ornament- 
ed all  the  furniture  that  was  bought. 
The  bill  for  a single  sideboard,  inlaid 
with  pearl  and  ivory,  ran  up  into  the 
thousands.  The  native  trees  were  up- 
rooted the  avenues  of  European  lin- 
den were  planted  in  their  stead. 

THE  WHEEL  OF  FORTUNE. 

The  good  people  of  San  Mateo  coun- 
ty take  great  comfort  in  all  this  dis- 
play, and  think  themselves  vastly  ben- 
efited by  it.  Now  and  then  some  one 
draws  a wild  comparison  between 
these  resources  and  the  inestimable 
treasures  that  once  decorated  the  halls 
of  the  Latham  estate  hard  by.  The 


annals  of  the  county  would  be  incom- 
plete if  they  did  not  give  the  ex-Gov- 
ernor  this  posthumous  credit,  for  his 
fine  art  collection  has  since  his  fortune 
declined,  been  distributed  over  the 
wide  world.  About  the  place  there  are 
now  few  signs  of  its  former  gnutdeui. 
Horses  are  pastured  upon  the  lawn, and 
cattle  are  domiciled  in  the  places  that 
were  reserved  by  him  for  tlie  muses.  A 
few  rare  samples  of  prodigal  expendi- 
ture still  remain  upon  the  premises; 
but  everything  marketable  seems  to 
have  been  disposed  of.  The  grand  life- 
size  figure  painting  of  Samson  and 
Delilah  that  once  hung  in  a barroom 
here,  and  will  probably  find  its  way 
back  to  the  same  sort  of  a liidingplaee, 
said  to  have  cost  Latham  $10,000,  is 
still  there.  A “plaster”  holds  it  in  its 
present  position. 

It  is  the  San  Mateo  custom  to  build 
a fine  house  out  of  sight  from  the  mad 
and  on  low  ground.  The  trees,  too,  are 
grown  so  as  to  hide  everything  except 
the  towers  and  chimney  tops  from  the 
view  of  passers-by.  This  •unostenta- 
tious fashion  concels  from  observation 
some  of  the  most  remavKable  examples 
os  misdirected  invention  that  ever  toi  - 
tured  an  aching  eye.  The  establish- 
ment of  Major  Nat  Brittan  is  on  a 
ranch  as  big  as  a Spanish  grant,  be- 
tween Belmont  and  Redwood  City.  He 
was  a member  of  Governor  Perkins’ 
Staff.  His  house  is  a marvel  of  patc  h- 
work.  Its  thrifty  builder  seems  to 
have  struck  some  unhappy  specula- 
tion in  imported  tiles.  Failing  to 
make  profitable  disposition  of  them 
otherwise,  they  were  used  to  cover  a 
]>ortion  of  the  roof.  This  material  ran 
a little  short,  so  the  deficiency  had  to 
be  made  good  with  commoner  stuff 

RIVALS  IN  DRESS. 

This  eccentricity  of  design  is  more 
apparent  in  tho  Major’s  dross.  He  lias 
a great  fondness  for  corduroy  and  other 
humble  apparel.  Possibly  it  is  only  in 
modest  revalry  of  his  neighbor  Phelps 
that  he  wears  it.  Timothy  Guy  Plielps, 
whose  middle  name  is  not  significant, 
was  once  sufficiently  well  known  to 
the  people  of  the  State  to  come  within 
some  twenty  thousand  votes  of  being 
elected  Governor.  His  weakness  is 
blue  jeans.  His  impersonation  of /‘the 
honest  granger”  driving  a jerk-line 
team  is  excellent.  X Barring  his  pen- 
chant for  old  clothes,  he  is  a clever 
man,  and  is  much  esteemed  for  his 
abilities  in  his  own  neighborhood. 

Tlie  young  “bloods”  of  Ban  Mateo 
are  a queer  lot.  The  common  people 
take  great  pride  in  the  Ralston  boys, 
as  much  because  of  this  devotion  to 
their  mother  in  her  Belmont  retire- 
ment as  because  of  the  financial  emi- 
nence of  and  public  improvement  paid 
for  by  their  distinguished  father. 
Young  Horace  Hawes,  having  sowed 
his  wild  oats,  is  now  cultivating  a 
more  profitable  crop.  He  has  a fine 
ranch  and  good  city  property. 

A QUEER  TRANSFER.  * 

Some  months  ago  it  was  reported 
that  Wm.  H.  Howard  of  the  town  of 
Ban  Mateo,  who  ownes  thousands  of 
acres  in  that  vicinity,  wanted  to  buy  the 
cemetery  at  that  place.  There  was 
no  suspicion  however,  that  he  propos- 
ed to  turn  cowboy  and  desired  a place 
to  plant  his  victims.  Everybody* knew 
that  lie  lived  next  to  the  graveyard, 
and  had  long  coveted  it  to  add  to  his 
grounds.  Great  was  the  surprise,  how- 
ever, when  it  was  learned  that  he  had 
gone  to  Belmont,  nine  miles  distant, 
and  bought  ground  ^ there  which  lie 
ordered  surveyed  for  the  dead.  No- 
body was  more  surprised  than  Mr. 
Robinson,  thg  wealthy  man  from 
whom  the  ten  acres  were  purchased, 
and  nobody  was  madder  than  he.  The 
explanation  came  latter.'  .The  trustees 
of  the  San  Mateo  cemetery  agreed  to 
sell  to  Howard,  provided  he  would 
give  them  ground  elsewhere.  He  was 
simply  trading  oue  graveyard  for  an- 
other. 

A TOWN  IN  TROUBLE. 

Redwood  City  is  a town  with  a 
grievance.  Agricultural  detritus 
washed  down  in  winter  and  neglect^ 
has  nearly  ruined  the  basin  of  the 
creek  at  the  town’s  landing.  The  com- 
plaint made  by  the  citizens  is  that  a 
single  firm  have  seized  on  the  only 
spot  convenient  to  deep  water,  and 
they  are  now  occupying  the  surveyed 
streets.  Periodically  an  effort  is  made 
to  initiate  some  sort  of  public  move- 
ment to  clear  the  the  creek  of  obstruc- 
tions, but  so  far  all  efforts  have  fallen 
flat.  The  town  will  not  pay  for  flush- 
gates,  which  would  prevent  the  dam- 
age from  going  on  longer,  although 
the  expense  of  that  would  be  small. 
So  it  has  fallen  back  on  that  last  resort 
of  all  land-locked  communities.  Red- 
wood City  wants  to  get  a Congressional 
appropriation  to  dredge  and  straighten 
the  creek.  An  effort  was  made  to 
have  Redwood  Creek  included  in  the 
list  of  strfeams  to  be  improved  during 
the  last  session  of  the  National  Legis- 
lature, but  the  enterprising  people  of 
Napa  had  already  got  a considerable 
sum,  and  Redwood’s  application  was 
denied.  It  is  said  that  $30,000  would 
dredge  the  ereek  sufficiently  for  all 
practical  purposes.  There  is  business 
enough  to  justify  this  outlay,  because 
all  the  grain  raised  within  a radius  of 
ten  miles  is  shipped  by  this  route.  The 
business  men  of  the  town  could  easily 
afford  to  contribute  this  sum,  but  they 
will  not  while  Hanson  & Co.  have 
possession  of  the  water  front. 

The  schools  of  San  Mateo  are  a credit 
to  her  citizens.  They  are  numerous 
and  well  managed.  The  accommoda 
tions  are  ample  for  many  years  yet 
Pescadero,  Spanish  town  and  Redwood 
have  public  school  buildings  that,  by 
comparison,  are  as  good  as  any  here 
Two  private  educational  institutions 
located  at  San  Mateo  are  first  class  in 
every  respect. 

As  has  been  intimated,  the  govern- 
ment of  tho  county  is  not  by  either  of 
the  political  parties.  That  is,  it  was 
not  until  the  late  Democratic  tidal 
wave  swept  over  the  county.  A 
jority  of  the  officeholders  now  are 
Democratic.  Whatever  the  influences 
that  governed  the  county  heretofore 
the  public  affairs  have  been  fairly  well 
conducted.  As  a matter  of  self-interest 
the  wealth  of  the  county  in  governing 
by  its  agents  has  seen  to  it  that  taxa- 
tion was  low.  Take  it  for  all  in  all, 
there  are  few  pleasanter  spots  for  a 
quiet  home,  aside  from  the  incon- 
veniences herein  mentioned,  than  tlie 
county  of  San  Mateo.— S.  F.  Examiner.
